REPORT. 


VrKGINIA  MILITARY  INSTITUTE, 
July  4,  1858. 
Sm, 

The  board  of  visitors  of  the  Virginia  military  institute  assembled  on  the  25th  ul- 
timo, since  which  time  they  have  continued  in  the  diligent  discharge  of  the  duties  devolved 
upon  them  by  the  appointment  of  your  excellency.  As  the  result  of  their  labors,  they  beg 
leave  respectfully  to  report : 

!!  That  they  have  made  a  careful  examination  of  all  the  property  of  the  state,  both  the 
real  and  personal  property,  including  the  arms  and  other  munitions  of  war  in  the  state 
armory,  and  that  they  have  found  every  thing  in  good  order,  and  giving  evidence  that  com- 
mendable care  has  been  taken  for  the  proper  preservation  of  such  property  by  the  autho- 
rities of  the  institution. 

In  regard  to  the  financial  operations  of  the  institution  for  the  last  year,  and  its  present 
condition  in  this  respect,  the  undersigned  beg  leave  to  refer  your  excellency  to  the  reports 
of  the  superintendent  and  acting  superintendent  and  treasurer  of  the  institute,  and  also  to 
the  reports  of  the  committees  of  the  board,  which  accompany  this  report.  The  board 
only  deem  it  necessary  in  this  connection  to  say  generally  that  all  of  the  executive  officers 
of  the  institution  seem  to  have  discharged  their  respective  duties  with  great  fidelity  and 
devotion  to  the  interests  which  have  been  committed  to  their  care. 

The  board  have  attended  closely  to  the  examinations  of  most  of  the  classes  of  the  corps  ; 
and  whilst  they  do  not  pretend  to  report  or  to  believe  that  some  branches  of  literature  and 
the  ancient  languages  are  as  extensively  taught  here  as  in  some  of  our  other  colleges  and 
universities,  yet  they  desire  to  express  their  decided  conviction  of  the  great  proficiency 
which  has  been  attained  by  the  cadets  in  all  the  departments  of  physical  science  under  the 
almost  perfect  system  of  instruction,  as  it  seems  to  this  board,  adopted  by  the  professors 
of  the  different  classes.  The  examinations,  as  conducted  before  the  board,  have  been 
searching  and  thorough,  and  no  quarter  in  the  examination  hall  has  been  shown  to  the 
Bluggard,  but  each  has  been  required  to  make  a  fair  exhibit  of  the  stock  of  knowledge  ac- 
quired by  himself  during  the  last  academic  year;  so  that  the  board  regard  it  as  exceed- 
ingly difficult  if  not  impossible  for  one  unworthy,  so  far  as  his  attainments  are  concerned, 
to  procure  improperly  the  diploma  directed  to  be  conferred  upon  graduates.  The  Virginia 
military  institute  has  been  in  operation  for  nineteen  years,  and  her  worthy  representatives 
in  the  persons  of  her  graduates,  now  scattered  over  the  whole  confederacy,  and  to  be  found 
in  all  the  respectable  walks  and  professions  of  life,  are  so  many  living  witnesses  of  the 
wisdom  and  liberality  of  the  state  in  thus  establishing  and  maintaining  an  institution  within 
her  borders,  which  is  adding  yearly  to  her  list  of  men  who  will  bring  her  strength  and  honor 
as  well  in  time  of  peace  as  in  war.

The  board  have  taken  steps  to  carry  out  the  v.ishes  of  the  general  assembly,  a 
expressed  by  their  act  of  last  session,  appropriating  money  for  the  purpose  of  paying  th 
debt  contracted  for  the  completion  of  the  barracks,  and  for  the  purpose  of  enclosing  au 
improving  the  grounds  of  the  institute,  and  fur  furnishing  the  same  with  an  abundac 
supply  of  water ;  and  committees  have  been  appointed  to  see  that  the  interests  of  th 
state  are  cared  for  in  this  regard. 

The  board  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  your  excellency  particularly  to  the  repoi 
of  the  superintendent,  as  containing  valuable  suggestions  as  to  the  farther  improvemen 
and  development  of  the  plan  upon  which  the  institute  was  founded,  the  weight  and  prt 
priety  of  which  suggestions  are  fully  admitted  by  the  board. 

.  Your  excellency  will  learn  by  the  report  of  the  superintendent,  that  he  is  now,  upo 
leave  granted  by  a  former  board,  enjoying,  for  the  first  time,  some  relaxation  from  th 
severe  labors  of  nineteen  years — and  surely  no  man  more  richly  deserves  such  relaxation- 
for  no  one,  who  will  look  back  at  the  foundation  and  subsequent  upward  progress  of  th 
military  institute,  will  deny  that  Francis  H.  Smith  has  been  a  benefactor  to  his  nativ 
state,  and  deserves  and  will  receive  much  of  the  gratitude  and  honor  always  shown  to  he 
distinguished  sons.  The  opportunity  which  this  leave  of  absence  aftbrds  the  superintec 
dent  of  visiting  the  justly  celebrated  military  and  scientific  schools  of  Great  Britain  an' 
the  continent,  will  doubtless  be  suggestive  of  man}-  valuable  improvements,  which  he  wil 
be  ready  to  adopt  for  the  benefit  of  the  institution  over  which  he  presides,  and  to  whic' 
he  is  so  ardently  attached ;  and  the  board  feel  assured  that  the  institute  will,  in  this  way 
be  amply  repaid  for  the  temporary  loss  of  his  valuable  services.  Whilst  the  board  havi 
felt  in  some  measure  the  absence  of  Col.  Smith,  they  would  be  doing  great  injustice  i 
their  own  feelings  not  to  acknowledge  the  great  aid  which  has  been  most  promptly  am 
efficiently  rendered  to  them  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  by  the  very  accomplishet 
and  able  gentleman,  Major  J.  T.  L.  Preston,  who  is  now  the  superior  officer  of  th. 
institution. 
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In  conclusion,  the  board  beg  leave  to  assure  your  excellency  that  here,  at  least,  all  the 

linterests  of  Virginia  are  properly  cared  for  and  guarded.

The  board  of  visitori=',  at  their  last  annual  meeting,  appointed  eight  additional  state  cadets 
without  any  provision  having  been  made  by  the  legislature  for  their  support.  The  sup 
port  of  these  cadets  for  the  past  year  has  involved  a  charge  upon  the  V.  M.  I.  account  o 
$  1,440,  which,  with  other  contingencies,  has  absorbed  the  balance  to  the  credit  of  thi 
account  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  and  has  left  a  debt  against  it,  of  $  1,118  46 
Should  the  board  determine  not  to  reduce  the  number  of  state  cadets,  the  estimalet 
balance  against  this  department,  at  the  close  of  the  fi.-cal  year,  will  be  $2,5b8. 

The  V.  M.  I.  account  is  the  only  account  upon  which  the  support  of  the  institute  prope 
depends,  and  its  receipts  are  barely  sufficient  to  provide  the  salaries  of  the  professors.  an( 
to  meet  the  contingent  expenses  to  which  the  institute  is  liable.  To  tax  it,  therefore,  wit] 
the  support  of  these  additional  state  cadets,  is  to  impose  upon  it  a  burden  from  which  iher 
is  no  relief,  unless  it  be  by  a  transfer  of  the  balance  against  it  to  the  other  departments  o 
the  institute.  Nor  do  your  committee  think  it  would  be  good  policy  to  impose  this  charg« 
upon  the  other  departments.  The  quartermaster's  and  subsistence  departments  are  inde 
pendent  and  self  sustaining  departments;  and  if  by  their  economic  management  reason 
able  profits  should  be  realized,  it  would  seem  to  be  right  that  they  should  be  kept  as  a  per 
manent  fund  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  institute  alone.  In  view,  then,  of  the  financia 
condition  of  the  institute,  your  committee  feel  constrained  earnestly  to  urge  upon  the  boar( 
the  reduction  of  the  number  of  state  cadets  to  that  provided  for  by  law.  The  legislaturi 
of  Virginia  neither  asks  nor  expects  that  gratuitous  instruction  shall  be  given  to  any  on< 
seeking  an  education  at  the  institute;  and  the  board,  in  endeavoring  to  exiend  the  benefit 
of  the  institution  to  the  meritorious  and  deserving  young  men  of  the  state,  whose  mean 
are  not  sufficient  to  provide  themselves  with  collegiate  educations,  have  made  appointment 
which  cannot  be  provided  for  by  the  institute  without  seriou.-!y  embarrassing  its  finance 
and  taking  from  it  the  means  of  making  those  improvements,  which  every  public  insli 
tution  requires. 


The  committee  find,  upon  examining  the  treasurer's  report,  that  a  fee  of  only  one  dolla. 
is  charged  to  the  cadets  lor  the  use  of  the  library.  This  fee  is  barely  sufficient  to  pay  th( 
salary  of  the  librarian,  and  will  not  cover  the  damage  done  to  the  books.  The  library  i 
designed  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  cadets,  and  it  is  of  the  first  importance  thr.t  a  schoo 
like  this  should  be  provided  with  the  scientific  and  literary  works  which  are  duil)  issuing 
from  the  press.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  an  annual  fee  of  $2  be  charged  to  eacl 
cadet,  to  replace  such  books  as  may  be  lost,  and  to  be  kept  as  a  separate  fund  to  pijuvi/i« 
mch  books  for  the  institute  as  the  scientific  progress  of  the  school  may  require.

Unanimously  adopted  July  2rd,  1858. 


The  undersigned  committee,,  who  were  charged  with  the  examination  of  the  quarter- 
master's department,  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  discharged  the  duty  allotted  to  them, 
ind  are  entirely  satisfied  with  the  operations  and  efficiency  of  this  department.  The 
jnartermaster  has  managed  his  department  with  great  fidelity  and  zeal.  The  exhibits  which 
iccompany  this  report,  show  its  condition  to  be  flourishing,  although  encumbered  by  charges 
irom  the  other  departments. 

The  board  will  discover,  by  referring  to  exhibit  No.  4,  that  the  debts  due  from  es-cadete 
s  an  increasing  burden  upon  the  department,  and  the  committee  recomend  that  the  superin- 
endent  be  directed  to  take  prompt  and  efficient  steps  for  their  collection. 

It  appears  from  exhibit  No.  3,  that  the  sum  of  $700  has  been  borrowed  from  this  de- 
partment to  expend  in  fitting  up  the  new  buildings.     This  sum  should  be  refunded. 

The  board  will  be  glad  to  observe  that  the  expenses  of  cadets,  both  state  and  pay,  fall 
lelow  the  estimate. 

The  committee  fully  concur  in  the  opinion,  so  often  expressed,  as  to  the  importance  and 
isefulness  of  this  department  to  the  institution.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SUBSISTENCE. 

Unanimously  adopted  July  3rd,  1858. 


The  committee  on  the  subsistence  department  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  care- 
ally  examined  this  department,  and  are  entirely  satisfied  with  the  prudence,  neatness  and 
fficiency  with  which  it  is  managed. 

The  actual  average  cost  of  board  for  each  cadet  the  past  year  has  been  $  10  36  per 
aonth.  As  this  leaves  a  margin  of  only  sixty-four  cents  to  meet  contingencies  and  extra- 
rdinary  charges,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  present  price  charged  for  board  be 
ontinued. 

Your  committee  are  gratified  to  find  that  there  has  been  a  material  improvement  during 
he  last  year  in  the  character  of  the  fare,  which  accounts  for  the  increased  cost  of  board. 

It  affords  your  committee  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  satisfactory  manner  in  which 
he  commissary  and  steward  has  discharged  the  important  and  varied  duties  of  his  position.

)ore  than  ever  anxious  to  acquit  themselves  well  of  their  respective  duties,  and  that  the 
oard  of  visitors  at  its  next  meeting  will  have  the  satisfaction  of  finding  that  the  corps  of 
adets,  without  exception,  have  stood  up  to  their  duties  in  the  manly  and  honorable  spirit 
hich  should  characterize  the  cadets  of  the  Virginia  military  institute.

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ACTING  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


YIEGINIA  MILITARY  INSTITUTE, 
June  24,  1858. 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  the  board  of  visitors  the  report  of  the  superin- 
tendent. 

Col.  Smith  on  the  3d  inst.  left  the  institute  to  visit  Europe — and  by  the  reonilations  I, 
as  senior  professor,  was  put  in  charge  as  acting  superintendent.  The  board  will  feel  sensi- 
bly the  want  of  the  aid  of  the  superintendent,  whose  long  service  had  given  hira  that  per- 
fect familiarity  with  the  details  of  every  operation  of  the  institute,  which  cannot  be  ex- 
pected to  be  possessed  by  any  one  else. 

!  To  the  report  of  the  superintendent,  coming  up  as  it  does  within  a  few  weeks  of  the  present 
time,  and  covering  by  its  estimates  the  whole  of  the  next  year,  I  have  but  little  to  add.  In 
the  report  of  the  superintendent  only  the  estimated  expenditures  and  receipts  of  the  de- 
partment of  the  Virginia  military  institute  proper  are  given.  The  actual  expenditures  and 
Ireceipts  are  presented  in  the  report  of  the  treasurer. 

I  have  prepared  s  table  showing  the  actual  average  amount  expended  by  each  member 
of  the  present  graduating  class.  The  board  will  perceive  that  the  general  average  of  the 
pay  cadets  is  $  362  77,  being  less  than  the  published  estimate,  which  is  $  365.  The  ge- 
neral aversge  of  the  state  cadets  is  $139  58,  while  the  estimated  average  is  $  148.  It 
will  be  noticed  also  that  there  is  but  little  difFerence  between  the  expenses  of  diflferent 
cadets.  This  proves  the  efficiency  of  the  system  to  control  the  expenses  of  the  cadets, 
iand  the  steadiness  with  which  it  has  been  applied. 

I  am  able  to  present  to  the  board  more  exact  information  than  was  possessed  by  the  su- 
perintendent in  relation  to  the  obtaining  of  a  supply  of  water  for  the  institute.  A  survey 
of  some  of  the  principal  localities,  executed  by  Major  Williamson,  gives  accurate  mea- 
surements, levels  and  topographical  features. 

I  have  to  make  the  sad  and  solemn  announcement  that  death  has  visited  the  institute. 
Cadet  W.  W.  Govan  of  Amherst  died  on  the  9th  inst.  He  was  a  member  of  the  second 
class,  a  young  man  of  fine  promise,  and  much  beloved  by  his  comrades.  The  last  sad 
honors  were  duljj  paid  to  his  remains,  which  were  accompanied  by  an  escort  of  cadets  to 
the  city  of  Richmond,  by  order  of  the  adjutant  general  of  the  state,  where  they  were 
received  with  military  honors,  and  thus  conducted  to  their  final  resting  place  in  Hanover 
county.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Head  Quarters, 

Virginia  Mil.  Institute, 

May  15,  1858. 
Sir, 

Availing  myself  of  the  kind  privilege  extended  to  me  by  the  board  of  visitors,  I 
shall  expect  to  be  in  Europe  at  the  time  appointed  for  their  annual  meeting.  I  have  there- 
fore to  anticipate,  by  one  month,  my  usual  annual  report;  and  although  it  must,  on  this  ac- 
count, be  less  perfect  than  would  be  desirable,  it  is  believed  that,  with  the  accompanying 
reports  of  the  various  departments  of  the  institute,  and  by  the  aid  of  the  books  kept  by 
the  proper  officers,  the  fullest  information  will  be  in  possession  of  the  board,  to  enable 
them  to  ascertain  the  true  condition  of  the  institution. 

FINANCES. 

The  financial  operations  of  the  institute,  for  convenience  and  simplicity,  are  classified 
under  four  distinct  heads  or^lepartments,  as  follows : 

1.  The  Virginia  Military  Institute  Account. 

2.  The  Quartermaster^ s  Department. 

3.  The  Subsistence  Department. 

4.  The  Btcilding  Fimd  Accomit. 

These  various  accounts  will  be  explained  in  detail,  and  their  present  actual  condition 
exhibited. 

1.  The  Virginia  Military  Institute  Account  embraces  in  its  receipts  the  annual  state  ap- 
propriation, the  pay  of  the  ordnance  sergeant,  the  tuition  fees  of  the  pay  cadets,  the  fees 
for  diplomas  to  graduates,  the  commission  for  the  safe-keeping  and  disbursement  of  the 
deposits  of  cadets,  and  the  charge  for  music. 

These  receipts,  upon  the  basis  of  118  pay  and  32  state  cadets,  amount  in  the 
aggregate  to  the  annual  sum  of  (A)     ....    $18,750  00 

The  Virginia  military  institute  account  is  charged  with  the  pay  of  the  profes- 
sors, treasurer,  ordnance  sergeant  and  musicians,  with  the  support  of  the 
state  cadets,  and  with  contingent  expenses  for  servants,  printing,  postage, 
&CC.  amounting  in  the  aggregate,  and  upon  the  basis  of  32  state  cadets,  to 
the  annual  sum  of  (A)        -  -  -  -  -    $18,750  00 

The  estimated  receipts  are  just  sufficient  to  meet  the  estimated  charges,  with  only  $166 
for  current  contingent  expenses,  and  without  one  dollar  for  extraordinary  contingencies. 
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The  annual  charge  of  the  32  state  cadets,  on  account  of  the  present  rate  of  boarding, 
just  300  per  cent,  above  that  which  existed  when  the  institute  went  into  operation,  invol 
ing  in  this  way  an  annual  charge  to  this  account  of  $2,112,  for  which  no  provision  is  mac 
by  law.  The  treasurer's  report  show.s  a  balance  against  the  Virginia  military  institui 
account,  at  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  of  $618  44.  This  balance  results  part. 
from  the  causes  just  mentioned,  but  it  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  expense  for  the  support 
eight  additional  state  cadets,  appointed  by  the  board  at  their  last  annual  meeting.  Thet 
two  items  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  $1,440. 

Extraordinary  charges  for  the  support  of  one  additional  assistant  professor,  and  otht 
contingencies  have,  at  the  same  time,  absorbed  the  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Virgini 
military  institute  account  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year. 

As  it  was  the  intention  of  the  board,  in  appointing  the  eight  additional  state  cadets,  thf 
their  expenses  should  be  borne  by  the  subsistence  department,  the  balance  against  the  Vi; 
ginia  military  institute  account  Avill  be  transferred  to  the  debit  of  the  subsistence  depai 
ment,  and  will  be  discharged  by  that  department  in  the  course  of  the  next  year. 

2.  The  Quartermaster's  Department  supplies  the  clothing,  fuel,  lights,  books  and  washin 
of  the  cadets.  The  receipts  embrace  credits  for  the  amount  of  goods  sold,  at  an  advance  c

An  examination  of  the  tabular  and  comparative  statements  of  the  steward  will  show  the 
great  increase  in  the  expenses  of  boarding  since  the  year  1850.  During  the  past  year  the 
i  average  expense  for  each  cadet  per  month  was  $10  36,  leaving  a  profit  of  but  64  cents  per 
rmonth  for  each  cadet,  exclusive  of  the  wear  and  tear  of  furniture.  With  beef  at  8  cents 
per  pound  for  ten  months,  and  at  10  cents  per  pound  for  the  first  two  months  of  the  year, 
it  will  be  easy  to  see  the  main  cause  of  the  expense  of  living  now,  as  compared  with  1850, 
when  beef  was  readily  purchased  at  4^  cents.  But  it  has  been  the  aim  of  the  department 
teo  increase  the  variety  of  the  fare,  and  to  improve  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been  served 
up ;  and  while  these  improvements  have  involved  additional  expense,  they  have  contributed 
■materially  to  the  comfort  of  the  cadets,  and  enable  me  to  report  this  department  in  a  bet- 
ter condition  now  than  it  has  ever  been  before.  In  anticipation  of  my  absence,  I  have 
made  a  contract  for  the  supply  of  fresh  beef  for  the  next  three  years,  with  a  responsible 
farmer  of  the  county,  at  6^  cents,  which  is  herewith  submitted.     This  contract  will  cause 

saving  to  the  subsistence  department  of  not  less  than  $1,000  per  annum,  on  the  expenses 
of  the  past  year.  As  it  is  important  to  continue  the  present  general  good  character  of  the 
fare,  and  as  the  department  is  charged  with  the  debt  outstanding  against  the  Virginia  mili- 
tary institute  account,  and  also  for  the  balance  due  for  building  new  mess  hall,  I  do  not 
propose  any  reduction  in  the  price  of  board,  the  margin  being  already  small  enough  for 
these  purposes. 

4.  The  Building  Fund  Account  includes  receipts  from  appropriations  for  building  pur- 
poses, and  the  payments  made  for  the  same.

This  balance,  with  a  balance  due  E.  P.  White,  estimated  at  about  .$600,  and  which  it 

was  impossible  to  close  in  consequence  of  the  absence  of  Mr.  White,  will  leave  a  debt  of 

$1,316  41,  which  will  be  transferred  to  the  subsistence  department  account,  and  paid  out 

of  its  profits  during  the  next  year. 

In  the  above  exhibit  of  the  financial  operations  of  the  institute,  it  is  necessary  to  bear 
in  mind  that  the  Virginia  military  institute  account  alone  is  that  upo7i  which  the  current  sup- 
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fort  of  the  institute  depends.  The  quartermaster's  department  account  and  the  subsistenc 
department  account  embrace  the  operations  of  departments  which  were  organized  upo 
the  principle  of  being  self-sustaining.  Although  they  have  enabled  us  to  provide  for  manj 
necessary  wants  which  the  Virginia  military  institute  fund  did  not  and  could  not  meet,  n, 
charge  out  of  the  legitimate  range  of  these  departments  can  be  imposed  upon  them. 

The  treasurer's  report  very  properly  consolidates  the  balances  in  all  these  accounts,  ii 
his  recapitulation,  as  exhibiting  the  actual  state  of  the  funds  of  the  institute. 

The  building  fund  account  of  course  is  a  special  account  kept  distinct  as  having  referenc 
to  special  operations  not  designed  to  be  permanent. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  financial  operations  of  the  institute  will  enable  the  boar 
to  see  that  the  means  provided  by  the  state  for  the  current  support  of  the  institution,  hav 
not  been  proportionate  to  the  necessary  charge  for  this  support.  The  fact  referred  to  i| 
the  operations  of  the  subsistence  department  demonstrates  one  of  the  causes  of  this  de£| 
ciency.  It  costs  at  this  time  to  provide  for  the  boarding  of  a  state  cadet,  just  100  per  ceni 
more  than  it  did  in  1839-40,  and  the  present  money  value  of  the  state  appropriation  oj 
$7,710  is  thus  reduced  by  the  sum  of  $2,112.  The  same  causes  which  have  operated  tJ 
make  the  expense  of  living  double  for  the  cadet,  made  it  necessary  to  increase  the  provij 
sion  for  the  salaries  of  the  professors ;  and  this  additional  charge  has  been  imposed  upoi) 
the  funds  of  the  institute,  without  the  slightest  provision  from  the  state  for  such  a  purpose 
It  is  again,  therefore,  most  respectfully  but  earnestly  presented,  whether  the  Literary  fumj 
of  the  state  may  not  provide  such  an  increase  to  the  permanent  fund  of  the  institute,  ai 
shall  at  least  place  it  upon  a  footing  equal  to  that  existing  in  1840,  and  thus  relieve  thtl 
quartermaster's  department  and  subsistence  department  from  charges  which  they  can  some' 
times  but  insufficiently  meet.  The  full  salary  of  Professor  Crutchfield  is  also  to  be  pro: 
'  Tided  for.  I 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION.  «J 

The  departments  of  instruction,  distributed  by  the  regulations  through  eleven  distinct 
heads,  are  assigned  to  six  professors,  one  adjunct  professor,  and  five  assistant  professors.. 
as  follows :  i 

1.  Department  of  Mathematics — Col.  F.  H.  Smith,  A.  M.,  Professor,  Capt.  S.  Crutchfield, 
Adjunct  Professor,  Capt.  L.  B.  Williams  and  Lt.  J.  H.  Lane,  Assistant  Professors. 

2.  Department  of  English  and  Latin — Major  J.  T.  L.  Preston,  A.  M.,  Professor,  and 
Lieut.  P.  P.  Slaughter,  Assistant  Professor. 

3.  Department  of  Engineering,  Architecture,  Drawing  and  Geography — Major  T.  H.  Wil-! 
liamson,  Professor. 

4.  Department  of  Chemistry,  Geology  and  Mineralogy,  and  Infantry  Tactics — Major  Wm. 
Gilham,  A.  M.,  Professor,  and  Lieut.  Geo.  M.  Edgar,  Assistant  Professor.  The  assistant 
professors  in  the  other  departments  are  also  assistant  instructors  of  infantry  tactics. 

5.  Department  of  Natural  and  Experimental  Philosophy,  and  Artillery  Tactics — Major  T. 
J.  Jackson,  Professor. 

6.  Department  of  French  Language — Major  R.  E.  Colston,  Professor,  and  Lieut.  E.  V. 
Bargamin,  Assistant  Professor. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  these  departments  during  the  past  year  has  not  varied  ma- 
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srially  from  the  preceding  year,  and  I  would  respectfully  refer  to  my  annual  report  of 
357  for  a  detailed  report  of  the  operations  of  each  of  these  departments. 

J ,  I  would  again  most  earnestly  press  upon  the  board  the  importance  of  having  at  least  one 
dditional  professor.  There  are  parts  of  the  course  of  instruction  assigned  to  the  depart- 
lent  of  English  and  Latin  and  to  mathematics— such  as  constitutional  law  and  moral 
>hilosophy — which  might  very  appropriately  be  embraced  under  the  instruction  of  one 
epartment,  and  at  the  same  time  provide  for  more  systematic  instruction,  by  placing  these 
ubjects  under  the  charge  of  this  professor.  At  all  events,  it  is  suggested,  that  until  some 
irovision  is  made  for  the  organization  of  this  department,  the  board  assign  to  appropriate 
irofessors  the  responsibility  of  the  charge  of  the  declamation  and  composition  exercises, 

chich  are  now  voluntarily  assumed  by  three  of  them. 

I 

I  It  is  also  suggested,  that  Professor  Crutchfield  be  placed  upon  the  academic  board  of 
he  institute,  and  be  thus  relieved  from  his  duty  as  an  assistant  instructor  of  tactics. 

The  instruction  of  the  classes  in  the  evidences  of  Christianity  and  in  the  Bible  has  been 
Regularly  conducted  every  Sabbath,  by  Major  Preston,  Major  Gilham  and  the  superintea- 
lent,  by  an  equal  distribution  of  the  labor. 

It  has  been  some  years  the  desire  of  the  board  that  the  cadets  should  be  instructed  in 
;avalry  tactics,  and  also  in  movements  of  light  artillery ;  and  the  limited  means  of  the 
Institute  have  alone  postponed  the  execution  of  this  scheme  for  perfecting  the  military 
nstruction  of  the  institute.  The  reorganization  of  the  militia  of  the  state,  under  a  recent 
»ct  of  the  general  assembly,  and  the  appointment  of  many  of  our  graduates  to  the  respon- 
sible duty  of  brigade  inspectors,  seem  to  require  that  we  should  put  the  military  instruc- 
tion of  the  institute  upon  such  a  basis  as  shall  qualify  the  graduates  for  any  and  every 
service  to  which  an  officer  and  a  soldier  may  be  properly  called.  No  provision  being  made 
by  the  state  for  the  expensive  arrangements  of  this  instruction,  I  can  only  now  suggest  a 
[temporary  expedient,  which  has  been  presented  to  me  by  many  of  the  cadets  themselves, 
and  by  their  parents. 

1 

i  The  cavalry  and  light  artillery  drills  might  be  commenced  with  30  horses.  It  has  been 
ascertained  that  the  parents  of  at  least  30  cadets  in  the  first  and  second  classes  are  willing 
to  supply  temporarily  a  horse  for  each,  provided  the  expense  of  keeping  the  same  can  be 
'borne  by  the  institute.  The  commandant  of  cadets,  who  has  given  the  matter  a  careful 
examination,  is  of  opinion  that  these  30  horses  can  be  kept  at  the  institute,  when  their 
services  in  doing  the  necessary  hauling  of  the  institute  is  estimated,  at  about  $  1,800  per 
annum.  A  charge  of  fifteen  dollars  upon  each  cadet,  exclusive  of  those  supplying  horses, 
would  raise  the  amount  required  until  provision  is  made  by  the  state  for  the  supply  of 
this  necessary  part  of  a  soldier's  education.  The  subject  is  particularly  referred  to  the 
attention  of  the  board;  and  Major  Gilham  will  explain  the  details  of  the  scheme  pro- 
posed, so  as  to  enable  the  board  to  examine  it  fully. 

I  would  only  mention  in  this  connection,  that  two  citizens  of  Virginia,  who  were  in 
former  years  members  of  our  board  of  visitors,  are  so  deeply  impressed  with  the  impor- 
tance of  the  cavalry  school,  that  they  have  signified  to  me  that  they  will  each  make  a 
donation  to  the  institute  of  a  fine  horse  as  soon  as  the  board  shall  arrange  it. 

COMPLETION    OP   BARRACKS   AND    SUPPLY   OF   WATER. 

The  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  March  31, 1858,  makes  provision  for  the  completion 
of  the  barracks,  the  supply  of  water,  and  improvement  of  ihe  grounds.  The  work  to  be 
executed  on  the  barracks  is  of  bo  simple  a  character,  that  the  board  will  experience  no 
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difficulty  in  ordering  its  execution,  inasmucli  as  the  expense  of  the  various  items  can  b 
with  the  most  perfect  accuracy  ascertained  and  the  entire  cost  determined.  The  hire  c 
one  additional  hand  and  the  purchase  of  a  horse  and  cart,  will  enable  the  superintended 
to  commence  and  carry  on  the  work  of  leveling  and  fixing  the  public  grounds,  and  put  th 
whole  in  a  condition  that  will  carry  out  the  designs  of  the  law. 

An  abundant  supply  of  water  involves  more  difficulty;  and  that  the  board  may  ac 
understandingly  upon  the  subject,  I  submit  for  their  consideration  the  various  plans  vLic. 
have  suggested  themselves  to  me : 

1.  The  institute  owns,  in  conjunction  with  Washington  college,  one-fourth  of  the  larg^ 
spring  in  the  Brushy  hills  near  Lexington,  which  supplies  the  town  of  Lexington  v»i[] 
water,  and  also  the  whole  of  a  smaller  spring,  the  water  of  which  was,  under  the  forme 
contract  with  the  town  of  Lexington,  conducted  through  the  town  pipes.  The  institute' 
portion  of  these  springs  is  one-eighth  of  the  large  spring  and  one-half  of  the  small  spring 
In  company  with  Major  Wiiliamson,  I  measured  the  flow  of  water  last  fall,  and  in  the  mids, 
of  a  rather  dry  spell,  and  we  found  the  flow  to  be  at  the  rate  of  about  32  gallons  pe 
minute,  or  24  gallons  per  minute  from  the  larger  spring,  and  8  gallons  per  minute  fron 
the  smaller.  The  portion  of  water  coming  to  the  institute  would  therefore  be  7  gallom 
per  minute,  or  10,080  gallons  per  day.  This  is  an  abundant  supply  for  all  the  wants  of  th< 
institute ;  and  I  present  it  as  the  best  and  most  reliable  source,  as  at  this  time  advised 
from  which  to  secure  water.  The  objections  to  it  consist  in  the  distance  to  which  th< 
pipes  will  necessarily  have  to  be  laid,  and  the  difficulty  that  may  arise  in  making  a  propei 
division  of  the  water  at  the  spring.  The  first  objection  will  exist  in  a  greater  or  less 
extent,  if  water  be  obtained  from  any  other  spring,  and  I  presume  commissioners  niighi 
determine  the  mode  of  dividing  the  separate  rights  in  the  springs. 

2.  To  avoid  the  least  difficulty,  and  at  the  same  time  to  afford  to  the  town  of  Lexingtoi 
the  full  benefit  of  all  the  water  flowing  from  the  Brushy  hill  springs,  my  attention  ha^ 
been  turned  to  some  other  springs  in  the  neighborhood,  especially  those  belonging  to  Mr 
James  Plunkett,  Jlr.  J.  Ruff  and  Mr.  Matthew  Vf  hite.  I  hav^  had  the  two  first  springs 
leveled,  and  I  have  no  doubt  an  abundant  supply  can  be  obtained  by  combining  these  twc 
springs.  There  is  no  doubt  with  reference  to  the  elevation  and  supply  from  Mr.  ^yhite's 
spring.  The  chief  difficulty  is  in  the  disposition  of  the  parties  to  grant  the  use  of  th€ 
water — and  I  have  been  unable  to  obtain  from  either  of  them  any  estimate  as  to  the  valuf 
placed  by  them  upon  the  water  right  that  would  be  desired.  Possibly  an  arrangement 
might  be  made  with  the  corporation  of  Lexington,  by  which  either  of  these  springs,  as 
might  be  determined,  might  be  condemned  for  public  uses,  and  the  exclusive  use  trans- 
ferred to  the  institute,  upon  a  relinquishment  on  the  part  of  the  institute  of  its  rights  iu 
the  Brushy  hill  springs  to  the  town  of  Lexington.  If  such  an  arrangement  can  be  made 
upon  fair  terras,  it  would  be  desirable  to  agree  to  it,  for  the  institute  should  desire  to  co 
operate  with  the  authorities  of  the  corporation  of  Lexington  in  securing  a  full  supply  oi 
water  for  all  the  wants  of  the  entire  community. 

3.  Or  water  for  heating  and  lighting  purposes  might  be  obtained  by  forcing  pumps  from 
the  North  river  or  from  Wood's  creek,  either  by  arrangement  with  either  of  the  mills  of 
Dr.  Leyburn  or  Mr.  Jordan,  on  the  North  river,  or  by  independent  power  put  up  by  the 
institute.  I  have  not  had  time  to  make  the  fullest  estimates  on  this  subject,  but  I  am. 
under  the  impression  that  either  of  these  plans  would  involve  a  constant  expense  in  the 
superintendence  and  repairs  which  the  machinery  would  require,  and  that  the  expense 
would  exceed  the  means  appropriated  for  the  object. 

The  board  may,  without  much  personal  labor  or  fatigue,  examine  the  various  springs  re- 
ferred to  above,  have  them  measured  in  their  presence,  and  signify  their  views  and  instruc- 
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tions  for  the  guidance  of  the  superintendent ;  and  should  they  think  proper  to  adopt  at 
once  either  of  these  plans,  the  estimates  of  cost  are  accessible  to  them  at  short  notice,  and 
definite  orders  may  be  given  for  the  execution  of  the  law. 

As  the  question  is  one  that  may  be  embarrassed,  from  the  conflicting  interests  referred 
to,  it  may  be  advisable  to  secure  from  the  town  of  Lexington,  for  another  year,  the  privi- 
lege which  the  town  has  very  courteously  extended  to  us  of  using  the  water  flowing 
through  their  pipes.  The  wet  season  has  replenished  the  springs  very  much,  and  it  is  not 
probable  that  any  deficiency  will  exist  for  a  year  or  more  to  come.  The  arrangement, 
therefore,  is  not  likely  to  be  a  matter  of  inconvenience  to  the  town  of  Lexington,  and  it 
will  afford  the  board  a  full  opportunity  of  acting  understandingly  upon  a  most  important 
b[uestion.  From  the  kindness  manifested  by  the  authorities  of  Lexington,  in  my  inter- 
course with  them  on  the  subject,  I  think  such  arrangement  can  be  effected  without  any 
difficulty. 

HEALTH  OF  THE  INSTITUTION^ 

f  In  obedience  to  orders  received  from  the  governor,  the  corps  of  cadets,  after  leaving  a 
^ard  in  charge  of  the  arsenal,  was  present  at  the  inauguration  of  the  equestrian  statue 
3f  Washington,  on  the  22d  February. 

The  occasion  was  one  posseseing  tinuBual  interest  to  every  Virginian,  and  it  afforded  me 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  make  the  visit  with  142  cadets,  without  accident  or  serious  incon- 
renience.  Shortly  after  the  retnm  of  the  cadets,  measles  made  their  appearance  among 
:hem,  and  we  have  had  some  26  cases.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild  form,  and  with  tha  ex- 
oeption  of  some  five  or  six  cases  of  relapfe  from  cold,  readily  yielded  to  treatment.  We 
aave  realized  during  this  epidemic  the  great  value  of  our  hospital  arrangements,  by  which 
we  were  enabled  to  provide  for  the  comfortable  care  of  some  16  patients  at  one  time,  and 
:o  nurse  all  through  their  sickness  without  any  death.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that 
the  surgeon,  Dr.  E.  L.  Graham,  was  prompt  and  attentive  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty, 
md  in  suggesting  the  means  necessary  to  ba  adopted  to  promote  the  comfort  and  safety  of 
;he  sick.  Some  of  the  cadets,  nnder  the  authority  of  the  board,  called  in  other  profes- 
sional assistance,  and  I  am  sure  no  institution  could  have  passed  through  so  much  sicknesB 
frith  so  little  real  discomfort. 

I  cannot  close  my  official  connection  with  this  institution,  even  for  a  season,  without  con- 
reying  to  the  board  of  visitors  my  deep  sense  of  the  support  and  kindness  which  I  have  at 
ill  rim-es  received  at  their  hands.  The  consciousneg*  that  I  have  been  officially  coE«ected 
rith  gentlemen  who  have  given  me  liberal  support  in  my  administration  of  the  responsible 
office  which  I  have  now  held  for  nineteen  years,  and  who  have  been  as  considerate  in 
naking  allowances  for  errors  as  they  have  been  kind  in  bestowing  approval,  has  sustained 
ne  in  the  midst  of  labors,  the  fuU  influences  of  which  I  have  f«lt  and  reaUzed,  but  which 
'.  find  it  Sfficult  either  to  estimate  or  to  express. 

While  I  thank  you,  from  my  heart,  for  these  evidences  of  your  kindness,  I  would  hope 
;hat  the  privilege  which  I  am  now  allowed  of  a  little  repose,  may  qualify  me  for  the  better 
lischarge  of  my  duties  for  the  future,  and  thus  enable  me  to  make  some  return  in  a  more 
samest  and  more  efficient  service.
